Rhode Island-No new activity to report 

Connaclieut-The AG. using political allies, did secure his first ordinance restricting 
advertising of tobacco produote In tho Town of Orange, CT. on S Hi. 

Although arguments were presented that either the 4th circuit would rule 
on tho FDA advertising dolayod from B/2B/67 or through e notional or 
Individual state settlement proceca, the tobaooo industry would impoao 
Internal rules concerning advertising. We questioned why the AG, who 
help frame the national settlement and Is suing the tobacco Industry, had 
to request local communities to take acllon-why he was unable to do the 
same at the stale level, Keren DeBariolo(wholeselcr), a vending rep., 
one retailer, and Joe Graybare(A.C.LU.) also spoke in addition to 
N.E.W.M.A. against the ordinance during the Public Hearing. Govoral 
local anti's supported the measure. The Board of Selectmen olosed the 
hearing and Immediately voted to onaot the ordinance. Several field 
people observed the procedure. 

This vote could Influence our next Public Hearing in Bridgeport which 
will happen on 5/10 @ 7:00 pm but must then be referred back to the 
ordinance sub-committee. 

Massachusetts-1 he Ch. 93 rules proposed by the AG will be the subject ot a industry 
conference call on Friday, 5/15 @ 0:00 am. Our package to appx. 

200 associations, chambers, and coalition partners have had few 
"returns to sender." I hope our follow-up calls will generate many 
speakers for the 5/20-21 Public Hearings.

Monson-Town Meeting defeated the youth penaltles(sec.#4) of the BOH regulations 

on Monday, 6/11 and a9ked the board to again roviow tho entire rcgulotion. 
On 7/1/98, most of the retail provisions will take effect which Include a ban on 
vending and FSD's. 

Hinflhum-On Tues,, 5/12 the Public Hearing to go from 75% to 100% smoko-free in 
Hlnghnm restaurants was continued until 0/9/96 to allow for submission 
of writlen comments. The MRA will meet with one member of the panel of 
3 to provide additional information for the Board before the next mealing.
